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Forbes Winslow, d.c.l. (Oxon.), m.r.c.p. (London), Phy- 
sician to the British Hospital for Mental Diseases, Physician 
to North London Hospital for Consumption, etc. : — 

“In my opinion, Yivisection has opened up no new views for the 
treatment and cure of diseases. It is most unjustifiable and cruel, and in 
no way advances medical science. I do not believe in many of the so- 
called experiments made by these ‘ faddists, ’ especially those relating to 
brain operations on monkeys and the consequent theory of cerebral local- 
ization, I have probably more experience than many of these experi- 
menters who have given their opinions to the world as based on what 
they have done ; and I beg leave to express my utter disbelief in the 
usefulness of such experiments and to discredit their being followed by 
any good results to mankind or to science in general. ’ ’ 

Prof. William J. Morton, m.b., Professor of Nervous 
and Mental Diseases at the New York Post-Graduate Medical 
School and Hospital, New York City : — 

‘ ‘ I only wish I could state the above sentiments stronger. If man- 
kind suffers from disease it is its own fault, to be cured by rectification 
of the causes which lead to it ; and it is subversive of the high and 
moral order of the progress of humanity to inflict pain or death upon 
other living animals to abolish or minimize disease or suffering due to 
mankind’s own fault.” 

(To Dr. Morton’s father, Dr. W. T. G. Morton, the world'"' 
owes one of the greatest blessings of this or any other age, — 
the comparative conquest of pain by the inhalation of ether.) 

Prof. James E. Garretson, m.d., Senior Professor of 
Surgery, Medico-Chirurgical College, Philadelphia: — 

‘ ‘ I am without words to express my horror of Yivisection, though I 
have been a teacher of anatomy and surgery for thirty years. It serves 
no purpose that is not better served after other manners. ’ ’ 

B. F. Sherman, m.d., Ex-president of the New York State 
Medical Society, Ogdensburg, N. Y. : — 

“If it could be restricted to utility and without pain, it would be all 
right ; but if permitted at all, it will be abused. ’ ’ 

E. H. Hawks, m.d., Lynn, Mass.: — 

“ I believe that Yivisection blunts the moral sense to such a degree as 
to become a strong force in the production of criminals.” 
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THIRTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT

Made on January 28th, 1896. 


The Thirteenth Annual Meeting of the American Anti- 
Vivisection Society took place on Monday, January 28th, 
1896, at 3.30 o’clock p.m., at 118 South Seventeenth Street. 

The President, Dr. Matthew Woods, made the opening 
address. The minutes of the last meeting were read and 
iproved. 

The Secretary, Miss Biddle, and the Corresponding Secre- 
tary, Mrs. Richard P. White, read their Annual Reports. 

The Report of the Treasurer was read and accepted. 

The following resolutions were moved by Mrs. Mary P. 
Lovell and adopted : —

Whereas, The numerous sensational stories concerning mad dogs 
published in the newspapers tend to frighten nervous persons and to 
cause all dogs so unfortunate as to be ill to be cruelly chased and terri- 
fied by men and boys ; and 

Whereas, Many thousands of dogs have, during a period of more 
than twenty years, been handled at the Philadelphia Pound, the Morris 
Refuge, and elsewhere by the employees of the societies for prevention 
of cruelty without their having hydrophobia or sustaining other serious 
injury ; and 

Whereas, It is the testimony of reputable physicians of long practice 
that they have met with no cases of hydrophobia in the course of it : 

Resolved , That a communication be sent by this Society to the editors 
of prominent newspapers fully setting forth these facts, and requesting 
that, in the interest of humanity and of the general welfare, said sen- 
sational and inaccurate stories be discontinued. 



The annual election of Managers for the ensuing year was 
then held by ballot. 
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REPORT OF THE SECRETARY. 


I have the honor to present the following Report. With 
this year, 1896, the American Anti-Vivisection Society closes 
thirteen years of work. It has to-day, as it enters its four- 
teenth year of labor, the encouragement of knowing that 
while on its first establishment it was the only Society for this 
specific purpose in the United States, and began its work with 
but few members, now its allies in this country number many 
thousands, and every day the names of earnest men and 
women who enter the field are added to our own. It is stated 
in the monthly magazine of the Illinois Anti-Vivisection 
Society, edited by Mrs. Fairchild Allen, that fourteen hundred 
names have been signed to a petition for the total abolition of 
vivisection. The same paper tells us that there are twenty- 
seven active Vice-Presidents of the Illinois Society working 
in twenty-seven States ; that it has now over two hundred 
regular correspondents, sixteen of them being in European 
countries. 

We are also glad to announce the good news of the forma- 
tion of “The New England Anti-Vivisection Society,” organ- 
ized in March, 1895, through the leadership of Mr. Philip G. 
Peabody ; its headquarters in Boston. 

The first opportunity given us in 1895 for work in a new 
field was by the assembling in Washington, D. C., of “ The 
National Council of Women of the United States.” Its 
invitation that our Society should send representative women 
to be present at the meeting in the National Council instituted 
to discuss and advocate many reforms, was accepted. The 
two representatives chosen were Mrs, Caroline E. White and 
Mrs. Mary S. Lovell. Their addresses were printed and 
widely distributed. They bore fruit, we know, as letters were 
soon after received from Washington, which expressed sympa- 
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thy in the cause and asked for publications. We also caused 
to be printed for the Council five thousand copies of Canon 
Wilberforce’s letter originally published in the London Times 
and the illustrated tract entitled “ To all Lovers of Dogs.” 

The Journal of Zoophily so often takes the place of these 
publications that our issue of single pamphlets has some- 
what diminished. Still, our stock of these is not neglected, 
and now, as through the past thirteen years, we are applied 
to from all quarters to furnish information which can be 
spread in other fields, and we have done so gladly and plen- 
tifully. So when we learn that our allies in this war have 
greatly increased during the past year, we may claim a share 
in the general success. For instance, a letter recently received 
from an enthusiastic worker in far-olf Idaho asks for some 
dozens of Dr. Bigelow’s address and of Lawson Tait’s, “ The 
Uselessness of Vivisection,” to be sent as soon as possible, for 
the doctors, as “ the latter paper forms an incontrovertible 
“ document to them all, and we are trying to free our schools 
“ from the abomination of vivisection.” A worker in a dif- 
ferent locality writes also for pamphlets “for our lawmakers.” 

An important paper by Dr. Albert Leffingwell entitled 
“Does Science Need Secrecy?” was called out by the cir- 
cumstance that during the past summer there had appeared a 
Statement made by the Professors of the Harvard Medical 
School — it was somewhat of a manifesto — on the subject of 
vivisection. Of this Dr. Leffingwell in his paper says : — 

“There was recently given out by Dr. William Townsend 
Porter, the assistant professor of physiology in Harvard Medi- 
cal School at Boston, one of the most astonishing statements 
concerning vivisection which has ever appeared in public print. 
The accuracy of Dr. Porter’s statement was vouched for by 
five other leading professors in the same institution — Drs. 
H. P. Bowditch, W. T. Councilman, W. F. Whitney, C. S. 
Minot, and H. C. Ernst — men whose scientific reputation has 
imparted to their affirmations an immense authority through- 
out the country. They put forth what they asserted was a 
‘ plain statement of the whole truth’ concerning experiments 
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on living animals. He, perhaps, is a rash man who for a 
moment should venture to question any assertion supported 
by names like these. But it is the duty of every lover of 
scientific truth to point out errors wherever he may find them, 
no matter how shielded by authority or intrenched by public 
opinion ; and I propose, therefore, to make use of this profes- 
sional manifesto as an illustration of the fallibility of even 
the highest scientific expert testimony. I think it can be 
proven that although this declaration rests on such high 
authority,’ it is nevertheless permeated with misstatement and 
error; that certain assertions have been made without due 
authority, and certain facts of pith and moment most singu- 
larly omitted or most carelessly overlooked. * * * * 

“ What judgment are we entitled to pass upon this manifesto? 
Was it, indeed, what it claimed to be — ‘a plain statement of 
the whole truth ? ’ 

“ No. A statement ‘ of the whole truth ’ would not have 
carefully mentioned ‘a scratch of the tail of an etherized 
mouse/ and made no reference to other investigations of 
infinitely greater import carried on in their own laboratory. 
A statement of the whole truth would not have spoken of 
‘ long-drawn lists of atrocities that never existed ’ — denying 
in one sweeping sentence some facts as certain as any in history. 
A statement of the whole truth would not have referred to 
‘narcotics’ as though they were identical with ‘anesthetics;’ 
it would not have left hidden the use and purpose of curare; 
it would not have referred to ‘ open doors,’ where there are no 
open doors; it would not have proclaimed to the public as 
a ‘priceless discovery ’ for the cure of tetanus an agent of 
which hardly a single case of successful employment in this 
country can be found in medical literature. And above all, 
‘ a plain statement of the whole truth ’ would not have 
declared that no painful vivisection had ever been made in 
Harvard Medical School ‘ within our knowledge,’ in the face 
of the evidence I have given in this paper.” 

This statement, from Dr. Porter, with Dr. Leffingwell’s 
reply, which contains details of vivisections which have been 
practiced at the Harvard University, which was printed in 
the Boston Transcript, will give to the newly formed “New 
England Anti-Vivisection Society ” an increased value, and 
prove the great need of its work in New England. 
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Another statement in “ Behalf of Science” was adopted at 
a meeting held in Philadelphia on December last by a joint 
committee of thirty-four members from different scientific 
associations. We have printed some comments on this state- 
ment, written by our Corresponding Secretary, Mrs. White. 

A very important publication has been put into our hands 
this year. It was issued by the American Humane Associa- 
tion, which, at its meeting in 1894, appointed a committee 
to make a report on “ Vivisection and Dissection in Schools.”. 
It was adopted at the meeting in Minneapolis in 1895. The 
committee consisted of Dr. Albert Leffingwell and Rev. 
Francis H. Rowley. 

The report contains the written opinions of persons of 
worth and eminence in the United States and Europe ; every 
one interested in its subject should obtain a copy of it. 
The members of our Society can obtain it at this office. 
Although there are some answers which oppose the position 
of the American Humane Association, yet the mass of the 
opinions and feelings expressed heartily uphold its views, as, 
for instance : — 

I am entirely opposed to vivisection, writes Bishop Scarborough, 
of New Jersey, whether in schools or in medical colleges, as a barbar- 
ous and cruel thing, unnecessary and brutalizing in its tendencies, and 
utterly without excuse. 

The Rev. F. R. Marvin, M.D., writes: Though now a minister of 
the gospel, I was educated to the profession of medicine. In the class- 
room I saw vivisections so unqualifiedly cruel that even now they remain 
in my memory as a nightmare. I am persuaded that none of the so- 
called experiments upon living animals that I witnessed were of any 
real value to me or to my fellow students. 

Prof. Edmund J. James, ph.d., Univ. of Pa., writes: I regard 
such experiments as barbarous and calculated to do far more harm from 
an educational view than they can possibly do good. Any vivisection 
for mere purposes of illustration, either in public schools or medical 
schools, ought to be prohibited by law. I can hardly trust myself to 
express my feelings on this subject. 

Another report on Vivisection in general, was also adopted by 
the Humane Association at Minneapolis and is of great value. 
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These, with other publications, the products of the past year, 
show that the crimes committed in vivisection are becoming 
widely known, and the heartfelt detestation of it expressed, 
comes to us as a cheering sign of the times. 

We have received a letter from India asking aid for the new 
Anti- Vivisection Society of Calcutta. We will be glad to 
receive and forward contributions for this object. 

There are many other advances in the history of the past 
year, but space is wanting for us to enumerate more. But we 
have great reason to rejoice in the events of 1895 and to ex- 
pect still greater successes through the Divine blessing on our 
efforts in the year of 1896 which has now opened.

REPORT OF THE CORRESPONDING SECRETARY. 


In the month of April, information was received by some 
members of the Society that vivisection was practiced at Bryn 
Mawr College, and this report was apparently confirmed by 
examination of the circular giving the programme of the 
college course, which spoke, in connection with the study of 
physiology, of the opportunities afforded to the students of 
experimentation. The matter being brought before the Board, 
the Corresponding Secretary was requested to address a letter 
to the Dean of Bryn Mawr College, Miss Thomas, asking if 
the report was correct, and if it were, urging upon the- faculty 
to put a stop to all experimentation upon living animals. 
This letter was accordingly written, and after a little alteration 
was adopted, and a copy sent to all the trustees as well as to 
the Dean. The letter is as follows : —

To the President and Trustees of Bryn Mawr College, Bryn Maivr, Mont- 
gomery County , Penna. 

The American Anti-Vivisection Society, duly incorporated by the 
State of Pennsylvania, having learned with much sorrow and regret, 
from a Prospectus issued by your Board of Trustees, entitled “Program, 
Bryn Mawr College, 1895,” that the study of Physiology, as set forth on 
page 105, is “learned by means of demonstrations and experiments by the 
students,” desires to call your attention to the evil of such a method of 
teaching. 

Apart from the cruelty to the animals that are the subjects of experi- 
ment, the injury to the character of the students witnessing such pain- 
ful scenes cannot be sufficiently deplored. In the case of young men, 
the hardening of the heart, the drying up of the well-springs of mercy 
and compassion, and the general demoralization that ensues, is apt to be 
extreme, but in the female character, where all benignant and tender and

gentle qualities are looked for, the evil resulting from such a manner of 
teaching is incalculable. The Eev. Samuel Haughton, of Trinity College, 
Dublin, in speaking of certain experiments in class demonstration that 
had been performed elsewhere, said that such a practice would not he 
allowed in Dublin, because of its evil effects upon the character of the 
young. If, then, such disastrous consequences may result to young men, 
the injury must also he great in the caste of young women. Moreover, it 
is in no respect necessary. The teaching of Physiology can be thoroughly 
accomplished by means of drawings and manikins. Many well-known 
surgeons have declared that experimentation upon animals is not neces- 
sary for class demonstration. It is never allowed in Trinity College, 
Dublin, for medical students, and the great surgeon, Lawson Tait, has 
publicly declared that those who come to him for examination from 
Trinity College know just as much and are as well prepared to become 
good surgeons as those from the medical colleges of London and Edin- 
burgh, where vivisection is practiced. If, then, it is not needed in 
advanced medical schools, it certainly is quite unnecessary in ordinary 
educational institutions. Dr. Elizabeth Blackwell has written a letter to 
the graduates of The Woman’s College in Philadelphia, entitled “Erro- 
neous Method of Education,” in which she tells the result of her studies 
in Europe, where she failed to find after strict inquiry that any good 
results could he traced to vivisection, and she speaks strongly of the 
demoralizing effect upon the character of those who perform experiments 
and of those who witness them. 

In view of all these facts, we urgently request you to avert such an evil, 
and that you forbid the practice of vivisection in your college, so that it 
may stand forth side by side with Haverford College as an honor to the 
United States, and that the charge may no longer be brought against you, 
that while you cultivate in every respect the bodies and minds of your 
pupils, you are hardening their hearts by habituating them to the dis- 
regard of animal suffering, the suffering of the helpless and defenseless.

The following reply was received : — 

Bryn Mawr College, Bryn Mawr, Penna. 
President’s Office. November 6, 1895. 

Mrs. Caroline Earle White , Corresponding Secretary of the American Anti- 
Vivisection Society. 

Dear Madam : — The letter addressed by your Society to the President 
and Trutees of Bryn Mawr College was duly considered at the last stated 
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meeting of the Board, and I was requested to inform your Society that 
the Trustees are entirely satisfied from the statements of our scientific 
faculty, as submitted by me, that vivisection is not used in Bryn Mawr 
College for class instruction. , 

The “demonstrations and experiments” in the phrase quoted by you 
from the Program refer to labratory studies of saliva, liver and muscle 
and blood from the slaughter house, of the muscle and nerve of frogs that 
have been recently killed by decapitation, of the pulse as taken by the 
sphygmograph placed on the wrist of the students themselves, and of 
other senses, such as sight, hearing, touch, taste, smell, etc. 

It gives me much pleasure to make the foregoing explanation as I am 
anxious that such a serious misunderstanding on the part of your Society 
should be removed.

A letter was at once returned by the Corresponding Secretary 
to Miss Thomas, thanking her, and assuring her of the great 
gratification that would be afforded to all the members of the 
Board by her reply. 

During the summer something of an excitement was pro- 
duced among the friends of the cause in England by the 
circulation by Miss Cobbe of a leaflet containing a passage 
from the text-book on ethics in use at the Jesuit College of 
Stonyhurst, written by the Rev. Joseph Rickaby, a late pro- 
fessor of moral theology. Certain portions of this passage are 
as follows : — 

“ Brute beasts, not having understanding and therefore not 
being persons, cannot have any rights. They are of the 
number of things. We have no duties to them ; not of 
justice, as is shown ; not of religion, unless we are to worship 
them like the Egyptians of old ; not of fidelity, for they are 
incapable of accepting a promise. The only question can be 
of charity. Have we duties of charity to the lower animals ? 
Charity is an extension of the love of ourselves to beings like 
ourselves, in view of our common nature and our common 
destiny to happiness in God. . . . It is not for the present 
treatise to prove, but to assume that our nature is not common 
to brute beasts, but immeasurably above theirs. . . . We 

have, then, no duties of charity, nor duties of any kind, to the 
lower animals, as neither to stocks and stones.” 
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The writer goes on to condemn injuries to animals “ when 
they are our neighbor’s property,” and encourages pity for 
them as tending to pity of men, for which reason, it is asserted, 
God gave certain humane commands to the Israelites. He 
then proceeds : — 

“ But there is no shadow of evil resting on the practice of 
causing pain to brutes in sport, where the pain is not the 
sport itself, but an incidental concomitant of it. Much more 
in all that conduces to the sustenance of man may we give 
pain to the brutes, as also in the pursuit of science. Nor are 
we bound to any anxious care to make this pain as little as 
may be. Brutes are as things in our regard, so far as they 
are useful to us ; they exist for us, not for .themselves, and we 
do right in using them unsparingly for our need and con- 
venience, though not for our wantonness.” 

Miss Cobbe being much disturbed by the enunciation of 
such doctrines, wrote in haste to your Corresponding Secretary, 
urging her to -communicate with Cardinal Gibbons and obtain 
from him, if possible, some condemnation of such a theory of 
morality, or at least a commentary upon Father Rickaby’s 
teachings. The Cardinal being at that time in Europe, but 
about to sail for home, it was necessary to wait until his return. 
A letter was written to him which he received upon his arrival 
at home. In the reply which he dictated to his Secretary, he 
said that, owing to the accumulation of work which he found 
upon his hands, he could not take time for a full considera- 
tion of the subject, but he quoted numerous texts from the 
Scriptures tending to show the love of God for the animals, 
and His care and consideration for them. This was forwarded 
to Miss Cobbe and appeared to give her great satisfaction. 
Your Corresponding Secretary also wrote to Miss Cobbe, 
endeavoring to allay her disquiet, and reminding her that the 
views of Father Rickaby were only those of one individual, 
and that they were in no way -proved to be the accepted 
doctrines of the whole Church, that Catholics were still at 
liberty to believe what they pleased upon the subject, and that 
there were numerous examples of those who by their couduct 
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had shown that they held views diametrically opposed to those 
of the Rev. -Jesuit. It was the belief of your Corresponding- 
Secretary that if Father Rickaby had been allowed to make 
an explanation of this passage he might have put quite a 
different interpretation upon it from that which we had drawn, 
since it is impossible to suppose that in this age of Christian 
enlightenment, doctrines so monstrous as those appear to be on 
their surface could be held by any one bearing the name of a 
minister of God and a disciple of the loving and merciful Jesus. 

Several members of debating societies, and persons about to 
enter on a discussion of the question of vivisection, have writ- 
ten to your Corresponding Secretary, requesting publications, 
which requests have always met with prompt attention. She 
has also written several papers on the subject, one for the 
initial number of the new humane paper just started in Pitts- 
burgh, another which she read before the Women’s National 
Council in Washington, and another for the Women’s Edition 
of the Philadelphia Press, which appeared on Wednesday, the 
27th of November. The latter paper was written by request, 
yet when the Women’s Edition came out it was not in it. A 
letter from Miss Stockton, the Editor-in-Chief, explained that 
it was submitted to the Committee, and it was decided that as 
it was on a question concerning which there was so much differ- 
ence of opinion, and there could be no answer to it, as only 
one edition of the paper would appear, it was thought best 
not to publish it. 

Your Corresponding Secretary, accompanied by Mrs. Lovell, 
went to Washington in February last to attend the meeting of 
the Women’s National Council, before which they both read 
a paper, that of Mrs. Lovell being entitled “ The Worst Thing 
in the World,” and that of your Corresponding Secretary 
“ Is Vivisection Morally Justifiable?” The latter address 
was amplified and again delivered before the “ Women’s 
Liberal League” in this city. 

It having been announced in the leading journals a short 
time ago that Miss Culver had given a million dollars to the 
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Chicago University to promote biological research, an effort 
was made by our Society to bring to her knowledge some of 
the cruelties of vivisection, and a request urged upon her that 
she would make a condition of her gift that some limitation 
of cruel experimentation upon animals be insisted upon to 
the heads of the Institute. Two letters to this effect were 
written by your Corresponding Secretary and the same 
number by Mrs. Lovell, but we fear that but little impression 
was made upon Miss Culver. She replied that as she had 
perfect confidence in the professors in charge of the physiolog- 
ical department, she thought it best to leave all matters con- 
nected with the experimentation upon animals to their judg- 
ment and discretion. We have reason to know how mis- 
placed such confidence is, but we fear that we cannot change 
Miss Culver’s decision. 

A short time ago, your Corresponding Secretary received 
a letter from Charlotte Harris Wilson, in Canton, Ohio, ask- 
ing for her views on vivisection, and for any information that 
she could furnish, as she had been appointed to write a paper 
on the subject to be read at the January meeting of the 
Sorosis Club. Your Corresponding Secretary forwarded to 
her some publications, and also a copy of the paper to which 
allusion has just been made, viz. : “ Is Vivisection Morally 
Justifiable? ” 

Not long after an answer was received from her saying that 
she had been so strong an advocate of vivisection that she 
had been appointed by the Executive Committee of the 
Sorosis to write on that side, but she had been converted by 
the publications sent to her, so thoroughly converted that she 
was seeking with the aid of the President of the Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals in Canton to found an 
anti- vivisection organization. We are ardently hoping to 
hear that she has been successful in her undertaking.

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BY-LAWS 

OF THE 

AMERICAN ANTI-VIVISECTION SOCIETY. 

Formed in 1883. Some amendments were made in subsequent years. . 

ARTICLE I. — Members. 

Members shall be of four classes, — life, annual, honorary, 
and non-resident. 

Annual members shall be those who contribute to the 
society the sum of two dollars or more per annum. 

Life members shall consist of those who contribute to the 
society the sum of fifty dollars or more at any one time. 

Honorary members shall consist of those who are elected to 
that position by the Executive Board, and they shall not be 
required to pay any membership fee, and they will have no 
voice in the elections of the society. (Amendment of July 1, 
1884.) 

Non-resident members shall be those who reside more than 
thirty miles from Philadelphia, and shall contribute to the 
society the sum of one dollar per annum. (Amendment of 
June, 1892.) 

ARTICLE II. — Officers. 

The officers of this society shall be a President, twenty 
Vice-Presidents, — ten of whom shall be residents of the City 
of Philadelphia, and ten shall be residents of the State of 
Pennsylvania, but not of the City of Philadelphia, — a Secre- 
tary and a Corresponding Secretary, a Treasurer, an Execu- 
tive Committee of twenty members, and the Counsel, all of 
whom together shall constitute the Board of Managers. 

ARTICLE III. — Meetings. 

The regular annual meeting of the society shall be held 
during the month of January, in each and every year here- 
after. Special meetings of the society or Board of Managers 
may be called at any time by the President, and shall be so 
called upon the written request of five members; provided, 
however, that at least three days’ written notice be given to 
all members by the Secretary. 

ARTICLE IV. — Elections. 

Elections for officers and managers shall take place at the 
annual meetings of the society, and shall be by ballot. 

ARTICLE V. — Quorum. 

Five members shall constitute a quorum for the transaction 
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of business at all meetings of the society and Board of Man- 
agers, except at the annual meeting, when the members pres- 
ent, without regard to numbers, shall be empowered to act. 

ARTICLE VI.— President. 

It shall be the duty of the President to preside at all the 
meetings of the society and of the Board of Managers ; at 
every election before the polls are opened to appoint two 
tellers of election ; under the direction of the Board of Man- 
agers, to take general charge of the affairs of the society, and 
to perform all duties usually devolving upon such an officer. 

ARTICLE VII. — Vice-Presidents. 

It shall be the duty of the Vice-Presidents to perform, in 
the absence of the President, all the duties devolving upon 
him, in the order of their election. 

ARTICLE VIII.— Secretary. 

It shall be the duty of the Secretary to keep a record of 
all the proceedings of the meetings of the society, and of the 
Board of Managers, in a book to be kept for that purpose ; 
to notify members of the Board of Managers of the meetings 
of . the Board; to draw all orders on the Treasurer for the pay- 
ment of all bills audited by the Board of Managers ; to sign 
all certificates of membership ; to officially sign and affix the 
corporate seal of the society to all instruments or documents 
authorized by the society or Board of Managers ; to have 
charge of the corporate seal, charter, by-laws, records, and 
general archives; to give immediate notice to the several offi- 
cers and committees of the society of all votes, orders, resolu- 
tions, and proceedings of the society affecting them or apper- 
taining to their respective duties ; and make a journal report 
of the work and standing of the society at each annual meet- 
ing thereof, or as often as may be required by the Board of 
Managers. 

ARTICLE IX. — Corresponding dkcretary. 

It shall be the duty of the Corresponding Secretary to con- 
duct the general correspondence of the society ; to keep, in 
suitable books to be provided for that purpose, true copies of 
all letters written by him or her on behalf of the society ; to 
preserve on proper files all letters received by him or her on 
the same account ; and at each stated meeting of the society 
or the Board of Managers to report the correspondence and 
read the same, or such parts thereof as may be required • and 
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to give due notice of the time and place of the annual meet- 
ings of the society. 

ARTICLE X. — Tt • easurer , 

The Treasurer shall receive the funds of the society, keep 
an account of the same, make such investments as the Board 
of Managers may approve, pay all orders on the Treasurer 
properly drawn, and present at each annual meeting and at 
such other times as the Board of Managers may require a 
report of the financial condition of the society. 

ARTICLE XL — Board of Managers. 

The regular meetings of the Board of Managers shall be 
held on the last Friday of every month (except the months 
of July and August), at four o’clock in the afternoon. . They 
shall have the management, investment, control, and disposi- 
tion of the affairs, property, and funds of the society. They 
shall, have power to declare vacant by a two-thirds vote the 
seat of any member of the Board who shall have been absent 
from its meetings for six successive months. They shall have 
power to fill any vacancy which may occur in their own body 
or in any office in the society. 

ARTICLE XII. — Counsel. 

It shall be the duty of Counsel to act as the legal advisers 
of the society and its officers ; to have charge of all legal pro- 
ceedings instituted by or against it, or in which the society 
may be interested. 

ARTICLE XIII . — Order of Business.

6. Nomination and election of Officers and Managers.

ARTICLE XIY . — Amendment of By-Laws. 

These By-Laws may be amended at any meeting by a two- 
thirds vote of the members present ; provided, that notice of 
such proposed amendment shall have been offered in writing 
at a previous stated meeting of the Board, and communicated 
by the Recording Secretary to each member of the Board. 
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Owen J. Wister, m.d., Philadelphia, Pa. : — 

“ A man who makes use of methods which ought to be esteemed so 
exceptional should be singularly well equipped. * * * How many 
such men may we suppose there exist in the world? Not twenty. 
And in this country? Not five. Dozens of charlatans no doubt there 
are hoping to surprise public admiration by startling methods ; hun- 
dreds of ambitious youths, with much to learn in every way, but 
attempting to take the second step before taking the first, we also have 
engaged in this sinful waste of animal suffering ; but of men so pre- 
pared as to afford a reasonable hope of adequate results, I think we 
have not five in the United States. And yet the laboratories and 
colleges of the land are hideous with the cries of tormented creatures. 
Still no check has been adopted to restrain, no law enacted to limit, no 
appeal listened to, to protect our helpless kindred from unreasoning 
cruelty. If those who oppose every measure suggested to ameliorate 
this state of things would point to one fact of value to science, to one 
hint of real aid to the healing art, as the fruit of all the abominations 
which have been permitted in this country, their arrogance might be 
tolerated. But they stand with empty hands and demand unrestricted 
and unlicensed vivisection, mischievous though it is to the profession, 
disgraceful to the age, a crime to whose enormity I cannot but believe 
that the public conscience must soon awake. ” — Second Annual Report 
of Society eor Restriction of Vivisection, 1885. 

Sir Charles Bell on Experiments : — 

“In concluding these papers, I hope I may be permitted to offer a 
few words in favor of anatomy as better adapted for discovery than 
experiment. 

Anatomy is already looked upon with prejudice by the thoughtless 
and ignorant ; let not its professors unnecessarily incur the censures of 
the humane. 

Experiments have never been the means of discovery, and the sur- 
vey of what has been attempted in late years in physiology will prove 
that the opening of living animals has done more to perpetuate error 
than to confirm the just views taken from the study of anatomy and 
the natural motions. 

“In a foreign review of my former papers, the results have been 
considered as a further proof in favor of experiments ; they are, on the 
contrary, deductions from anatomy ; and I have had recourse to experi- 
ments not to form my opinions, but to impress them on others. It must 
be my apology that my utmost efforts of persuasion were lost while I 
urged my statements on the ground of anatomy alone. I have made 
few experiments ; they have been simple and easily performed and I 
hope are decisive. ’ ’
